Called Major Baker, TAG Funeral Plans Officer and requested 
he notify contact-officers. He will do so. 

Requested Major Engels to recall PFC Gillies from Point 
Lookout for use as Liaison (589-7363). 

Notified Lt Colonel Clark, TAG, (OCof Guides) to stand 
by for telephone call for guides meeting. 

Notified Adjutant General (Lt Colonel Dufresne) of additional 
officer requirements for funeral. He will select and 
inform me before 1600 today. 

Notified Lt Hundertmark to see me for instruction prior to 
1600. Instructed him to call all detail personnel and 
give this instruction. Also to keep (l*) one NCO and (2) 
two typists handy. 
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Notified Lt Colonel Clark of 1500 Guide Meeting 23 November 6, 
at room 2073 in Temporary Building B. Requested him to 
be there at 1300 OK 

Requested Major Baker to contact guides for 1500 meeting 

above time and place. I will notify Major .Baker, office 
tel - 52261; home tel - 765-3508, of any meetings or 
briefings that take place. 

Major Turner briefed the funeral operation center that 
President Kennedy's plane was due to arrive at Andrews 
Airforce Base at 1805 hours. The President's body will 
then be transported by Airforce helicopter to the Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center where an autopsy will be performed. 
Then Gawlers Funeral Home will pick up body and take care 
of it. At 2400 hours, body will be moved quietly to the 
Vhitehouse (Guard of Honor point) by hearse, Toma mow, 

23 November 1963; there will be a private service - 
by invitation only. The body will then be moved to the 
Capitol on Sunday, 24 November 63 (time unknown) where 
it will be in state. If it is OK with the Church, the 
President's body will be moved to the Rotunda from the 
Whitehouse via the inaugural route. Finally, the funeral 
service will take place in Washington, Boston or both. 

Lt Hundertmark checked with Major Adams concerning the 
personnel required at Andrews Airforce Base. He stated 
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(Cont'd) that the Airforce was going to handle the arrival of 
President Kennedy's plane. Lt Hundertmark informed 
hi m that he has escorts on call if needed. 

Major Turner again briefed the funeral operations center 
that tomorrow , 23 November 6 3, at 1000 hours , there will 
be a private service for the Presidential family. The 
Guard of Honor will remain on. From 1100 hours to 1800 
hours the body will be in repose — this will be by 
invitation only; 1100-1400 hours - Presidential Staff 
and Executive Branch visit; At 1400 Supreme Court visits; 
1430-1700 hours the Senate and House of Representatives 
visit; 1730-1800 hours, the Chiefs of the Diplomatic 
missions visit. On Sunday, 24 November 63, at 1300 hours, 
the state funeral procession from the Whitehouse to the 
Capitol will take place. The President's body will be 
in state at the Capitol to 1300 hours on Mend ay, 25 November 63. 
At 1400 hours the funeral will take place at the Immaculate 
Conception Shrine at Catholic University. Then the remains 
will be transferred to Boston. 

Telephone contact made with Major Baker (52261) TAGO, Funeral 
Officer. 

Lt Hundertmark called Major Lund to inform him that he will 
be escort officer for General Eisenhower and General 
General Shultz. He will report at Hq MEW at 0845 hours 
tomorrow, 23 November 63, where he will report to Captain 
Yidrick, who will brief him. 

Major Christian informed Lt Hundertmark that any contact 
with 3d Infantry will be made through Captain Gay, S2 
at 226 9 & 5119 — home telephone 193-3237. 

Ma j or Turner again briefed the Funeral Operation Center. 

The following additions and changes were made: On Monday, 

25 November 63, at 1300 hours, the President's body goes 
out of state. There will be a full procession with all 
the elements of the Sunday procession. The procession 
will proceed to the Whitehouse and then to Saint Matthews 
(intersection of Connecticut & Rhode Island Avenue) 
where the funeral will take place. From Saint Matthews 
there will be another procession to the Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

Colonel Boeding stated that the assembly on Sunday, 24 November 63 
will be at 1200 hours. In position is at 1230 hours - 
procession at 1300 hours. 

Lt Halliday called Lt Colonel Foss to inform M m of the 
events which have taken place and additional information 
we have received concerning the program for Saturday (23 Nov) 
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(Cont'd) Sunday (24 Nov; and Monday (25 Nov). Lt Colonel J^ 3 a i a 
responsible for tne foreign officials that will attend 
tae ceremonies as military representatives. 

Lt Halliday notified Colonel Claric, TAG Representative 
(home telephone SO 8 0430) of changes in plans. Major 
Christian will notify him of time and place of Guide 
Meeting. 

Lt Colonel Gordon inquired of Captain Gay (S2, 3d Infantry; 
how many billet spaces 3d Infantry could furnish. 

Lt Colonel Gordon asked Duty Officer (Ft Myer) as to 
how many billet spaces Ft Jfcrer could furnish. 

Lt Colonel Gordon asked Duty NCO (Sgt Kent) Ft McNair, 
how many billet spaces Ft McNair could furnish: 

Answer: 1U0 over PX and 50 in gymnasium. Cots may 

be required from Ft ffyer. 

Received call from Captain Smith (Capitol detail) and he 
stated that he was informed at 3d Infantry that a meet- 
ing of Site Control Officers was called for 0900 hours, 
23 November 1963, in the Funeral Operations Center, 

MEW. He is going to notify his group: Captain Hedges, 

Lt Sawtell, Lt Forrest and Lt McKissick. 

Maj Turner informed us that the President's remains were 
expected at the Whitehouse at 0100 hours. 

Col Ward, DCSPER, called and said that if needed he can be 
reached at hi3 home. He will be in at 0800 hours 23 
November 1963. 

In answer to Lt Colonel Gordon's query regarding billeting 
at Ft Ifyer and Ft McNair. Capt Bishop furnished the 
following information: 96 available spaces at Ft tfrer 

(in 4 different buildings) 15 at A Co Ft McNair plus 
. 60 for death watch Total 171 billets Information 

received by Sp4 Gillies. 

Lt Halliday spoke with Major Baker (telephone contact) 
and was informed by the Major that DA 946-113 and DA 
946-145 had been issued by TAGO. The latter takes the 
place of the general obituary. Also Maj Baker was 
informed by Lt Halliday of the 0900 hours 23 November 
1963 meeting at the Funeral Operations Center.
